TINY MoCOY SHOOTS HIS WIFE, 
MOTHER-IN-LAW, AND 
BROTUKR-INLAW 

Tiny McCoy shot nod killed hls 
wife, Mrs. Halil* To^len McCoy,'hi* 
mother ln law, Mrs. William L 
Totten, and hU brother-to-1 aw, Ro¬ 
bert Totten, at Deer Creek, near 
Case, on Sunday afternooo. He then 
aliot himself jp the forehead. The 
HboHti f mnn UjLand ift it l a MJm t 

fractured skull, It Is not thought he 
Is dangerously hurt. He used a 32 
calibre automatic pistol, lie made 
away after the shooting but was ap¬ 
prehended at Sltllngton and held un¬ 
til the officers arrived. 

McCoy and his had not been wife 
getting along well together. She had 
left their home at Durbin and re¬ 
turned to the home of her parents at 
Deer Creek. McCoy had been try¬ 
ing to get her ttf go back to him, and 
Te had been forbidden to come to the 
hotten home. On Sunday he came 
down^from Hosterman to see his wife, 
and found her at the home of a near 
by neighbor, Laven Wolfe. Mrs. 
Totten and her son Hubert soon oame 
over to the Wolfe home. 

McCoy tried to get his wife to go 
away with him, which ahe refused to 
do, and there was some controversy 
which was quieted by Mr. Wolfe. 
McCoy then appartenly prepared to 
leave, and ask Mrs McCoy to come 
out of the door and bid him goodby. 
As she was coming out of the door 
McCoy shot her above the ear with 
an automatic pistol, killing her In¬ 
stantly. Mrs Totten then came to 
the door and ahe also waa shot In the 
head. Hobert Totten tried to grapple 
him and was shot twice, one bullet 
making a flesh wound In his breast 
and the other through the mouth. 
All three died almost Instantly. 
MoCoy then shot himself. Mr Wolfe 
and Calvin Neighbors, were then on 
the scene and attempted to disarm 
him, and he tried to shoot them but 
the weapon Jammed. 

As those present were seeing what 
they could do for the dying people 
McCoy got up and made for the river, 
ne swam It and came on down to 
Sltllngton where he was stopped and 
held for the offleere by Charles P 
Adarue and others He Is now In 
the Marllnton Hospital, being treat¬ 
ed for a fractured skull. He will be 
held on a charge of murder. A young 
man named Kerns who accompanied 
him from Hoaterman and was present 
at the shooting was brought to jail 
Monday morning 

Tiny McCoy Isa son of William 
McCoy, of Keister, Greenbrier coun¬ 
ty He Is about 25 years old He 
married Miss Halite MoCoy, daugh 
ter of William Totten, of Cats, about 
a year ago The report la that Mo¬ 
Coy was mean to hts wife and ahe 
could not get along with him Mc¬ 
Coy’s father has been employed at 
Cass for the past year The' report Is 
that the elder McCoy Is from Ken¬ 
tucky His mother was a Keister be¬ 
fore marriage 

The ^tten family are also from 
Green' jx County Their home was 
at No n Caldwell, but for the last 
seven or eight years they have lived 
at Cass. They are good people, own¬ 
ed their home, and stood well In the 
community. 

Mrs Totten was about 45 years of 
age. She la survived by her husband 
their live children- Mrs McCoy was 
about 21 years old, and nobert Tot¬ 
ten nineteen years old. lie was a 
promising young man, Industrious 
and a support of the family. Their 
bodies were taken to Greenbrier on 
Tuesday for burial at Lewlsburg.

She spoke of preluber- 
culnels condition which should be 
treated by much sunshine, sir, and 
nourishing food. On tbe Important 
question of diet for undernourished 
children, she suggested eggs, milk, 
some good beef, and vegetables. . A 
child 10 per cent underweight, the 
said was approaching a serious con¬ 
dition. Such children need to be 
built up in order that they may have 
strength to resist any attack -of 
disease germ*. As futrher aid on ths 
question of diet she pointed out the 
value of whole wheat bread, which 
preserves the mineral of the wheat. 
Due to much of the mineral of 
and anti acid -material or vegetables 
being lost when the water In 
which they are boiled Is apt 
used, s rheumatic condition may de¬ 
velop. By using tills water for coupe 
more food value can be obtained 
from vegetables.
